Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Therefore, dependent 
claims 2, 4-8 and 10 are rejoined. However, claims 11-17 and 19- 
22, directed to the invention of Group V remain withdrawn from 
consideration. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for 
the presence of claims 11-17 and 19-22, non-elected without 
traverse. Accordingly, claims 11-17 and 19-22 have been 
cancelled.

4. Claims 1-10, 18 and 23 are allowed. 

The prior art of record fails to suggest or disclose: 
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With regard to claim 1, A photographic system consisting 
essentially of a camera and a printer, the camera comprising 
a photographic device for photographing one scene in one frame 
in the ordinary photo mode and a series of frames in the fine 
photo mode, the series being sequentially taken photos of 
divisions of a scene, wherein each division occupies a full 
photographic field of one of the frames, and a data recording 
device for recording data of correlation. between the frames of 
the same scene on a recording medium in the fine photo mode, 
wherein the photographing of the one scene in one frame in the 
ordinary photo mode is made with one shutter release operation. 

With regard to claim 18, a camera comprising a photographic 
device for photographing one scene in one frame in the ordinary 
photo mode and a series of frames in the fine photo mode, the 
series being sequentially taken photos of divisions of a scene, 
wherein each division occupies a full photographic field of one 
of the frames; and a data recording device for recording 
photographic data relating to each individual frame on a 
recording medium, the photographic data indicating correlation 
between the frames of the same scene photographed in the tine 
photo mode, wherein the photographing of the one scene in one 
frame in the ordinary photo mode is made with one shutter 
release operation . 
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5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Fields et al discloses a composite image that includes a 
plurality of images. 

Horie et al discloses an image generating apparatus that 
can devise an image into a plurality images.
